The report goes on to say that
the veterans rightfully demand the fulfili-
ment of a solemn compact made when they
manfully and bravely gave all they had to
the country, not counting the cost to them-
selves. The report then cltes the conditlans
when, in 1800, congress passed the ac: fo
provide rellef for disabled velerans and
thelr wldows and orphans, not conditioned
upon evidence that they were disabled wihlle
in the service. This act Is Intended to mest
the needs of veterans who In advaocing
yearas could not furnlsh evidence that they
were suffering from the hardships of army
life,

It wns elalmed that the original con-
siruotion of this law was aunounced in
1883 by most unjust and arbitrary rulings
of the peoslon commiasjoner first placing
the burden of proof upon applicants [for
penslons that they were not suffering from
disabilities consequent upon  thelr own
vicious habits and in the ruling that widows
of veterans who applled for penslons were
not eligible If they hagd an income aggre-
gating $8 per month.

The cominittee, the report continues, had
on January 12, of thls year, walted upon
the sceretary of the interlor, commiasloner
of pensions and finally on President Me-
Kinley to polnt out the Injustice of those
rulings and express a confident belief that
